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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

The Supplemental Declaration for Reissue of 10/18/201 1 was received, reviewed and 
accepted by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner notes that the offer to surrender filed 1/26/01 includes a statement that 
the patent being reissued has not been assigned. 

The examiner notes that a thorough search was conducted and the closest prior art of 
record is Ulmer (US 4609183), Savino (US 4236697) and Cruwell (US 5201426). The 
Examiner notes that Ulmer's coating can be considered sheathing and the coating is 
removable; however the Ulmer coating is not replaceable. Although the Ulmer may be 
removed by chipping, scraping or using a paint remover, Ulmer does not disclose that 
the same coating can be replaced. Rather, only a new coating can be formed by 
painting the Ulmer rails. As such, the coating is not removable and replaceable. None

of the other prior art of record distinctly discloses or fairly suggests this limitation 
required by the prior art.
